2020 ILLW NEWS (REMINDER, COVID-19 and the ILLW)[edited]. The following 
was posted on the ILLW Web (https://illw.net/): "Please note that the 
ILLW (International Lighthouse Lightship Weekend) for 2020 will NOT be 
canceled due to the impact of the Corona virus. Participation will be 
the decision of each entrant depending on their own circumstances and 
Government rulings regarding border and national parks closures and social 
contact etc." 

The 23rd ILLW will be held between 0001 UTC, August 22nd, to 2400 UTC, 
August 23rd, 2020 (48 hours). As of August 21st, there are 349 entrants 
(from 43 Countries) listed for 2020. The list of lighthouses and reference

LAST MINUTE ANNOUNCEMENT (YL Raisa & A Russian Team -- Lighthouse Mini 
DXpedition!). YL Raisa, UB1AOA, who was recently active as UB1AOA/P from 


Malyy Vysotskiy Island (EU-117), will team-up with operators Mikhail/RI1MP, 
Alexey/RA1AMO and Alex/UA1AJD to activate Shepelevsky Lighthouse (ARLHS 
ERU-007, Russian Robinson Club RLE 007 and RDA LO-30) [LH picture on her 
FaceBook page/YouTube Channel] and on August 22nd, between 1000 UTC and 
until their batteries go dead. Shepelevsky Lighthouse is located on a 
southern bank of the Gulf of Finland 70km from St. Petersburg (Approximate 
Coordinates: 59° 59' N, 029° 08' E). Raisa informs OPDX that they will 

be active mainly on 20 meters SSB (14173-14188 kHz), but also on 40m, 
maybe 80m and 10m depending on the propagation. She also mentions that 
she will shoot a video for her FaceBook and YouTube Channel, and it is 
quite possible that your QSO with her will be included! Just after her 
return home, she will design a special electronic QSL Card. She will 

send it (only by E-mail) to everyone who made a QSO during their portable 
activity at this Lighthouse. To receive am E-mail QSL request, send an 
E-mail to (info@oh73elk.net) with QSO info until September 1st, 2020,
